REPORT  OF  THE  HAMPSTEAD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  past  year  has  been  a  record  year  for  the  least  number 
of  fires. 

We  had  two  (2)  fires,  one  at  Island  Pond  in  Earle  Graffam's 
camp,  which  was  hard  to  locate  for  a  while.  The  fireplace  was 
built  on  the  floor,  which  had  been  smouldering  underneath  for 
quite  sometime.  It  could  have  developed  into  a  serious  fire,  for- 
tunately very  little  damage  was  done  to  the  cottage. 

The  other  fire,  was  a  garage  at  the  home  of  Ed  Clark  in  West 
Hampstead.  The  cause  was  a  short  circuit  in  the  truck  parked 
in  the  garage,  and  both  truck  and  garage  were  a  total  loss. 

We  had  two  (2)  calls  to  Sandown  for  grass  fires.  Answered 
three  (3)  calls  to  Atkinson,  all  for  grass  and  forest  fires.  One 
call  to  Plaistow  at  the  Wood  Heel  shop.  Also  a  number  of  chim- 
ney fires.

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HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  PREVENT 
FIRES  —  IT  PAYS ! 

Prevention  is  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  all  fire 
effort.  This  is  particularly  true  of  forest  fire  control  work.  Pre- 
venting forest  fires  preserves  valuable  forest  growth  and  other 
property,  conserves  manpower  and  permits  their  use  in  productive 
channels,  saves  taxpayers'  money  and  conserves  fire  fighting 
equipment. 

The  prevention  of  forest  fires  is  the  most  important  and  dif- 
ficult part  of  the  work  of  your  forest  fire  warden  who  heads  a 
local  organization  set  up  primarily  for  the  security  of  your  com- 
munity's forest  property.  Appointed  by  the  State  Forester,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Selectmen,  he  is  charged  by  law  with  the 
responsibility  of  local  administration  of  forest  fire  laws,  fire  pre- 
vention and  suppression.  In  his  work  he  is  aided  by  deputy  for- 
est fire  wardens  who,  in  emergency,  may  assume  his  power  and 
authority.  The  warden  is  guided  in  his  work  by  instructions  re- 
ceived from  the  State  Forester  and  by  the  District  Fire  Chief  who 
represents  the  State  Forester. 

The  importance  and  value  of  the  work  of  the  forest  fire  war- 
den and  his  deputies  is,  perhaps,  best  appreciated  during  hazard- 
ous periods  when  fire  danger  is  greatest.  The  public,  however, 
looks  to  him  at  all  times  for  speedy  and  economical  suppression 
of  going  fires. 

To  properly  fulfill  his  mission,  the  warden  needs  the  generous 
and  understanding  cooperation  of  the  public  at  large.  He  attempts 
to  secure  this  cooperation  by  the  posting  of  caution  notices,  news 
items  and  by  word  of  mouth,  always  carefully  explaining  the  nec- 
essity of  restrictions  imposed.  In  the  matter  of  giving  coopera- 
tion, however,  the  public  often  fails.  The  record  shows  that  an 
average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland  are  burned  over  by  forest  fires 
in  New  Hampshire  each  year.  Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveal  the 
fact  that  more  than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently, 
the  result  of  human  carelessness  and  are  preventable. 
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The  careless  smoker  fails  to  properly  extinguish  his  cigar, 
cigarette  or  pipe  ashes  or  thoughtlessly  throws  them  from  the  car 
window ;  the  debris  burner  fails  or  refuses  to  consult  the  warden, 
as  the  law  requires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
before  attempting  to  burn ;  campers  fail  to  properly  extinguish 
their  fires  or  frequently  build  fires  when  conditions  are  unfavor- 
able. 

The  elimination  of  human  causes  from  the  forest  fire  prob- 
lem is  the  answer.  This  is  not  as  difficult  of  accomplishment  as  it 
might  appear  at  first  glance.    Let  each  one  who  reads  this — 

1.  Use  ordinary  common  sense  with  fire  in  and  near  wood- 
land. 

2.  Comply  with  requirements  on  the  use  of  fire  in  and  near 
woodland  and  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  secure 
written  permission  to  burn  from  the  forest  fire  warden. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands.  Don't 
throw  lighted  material  from  moving  vehicles. 

4.  Cooperate  with  and  assist  the  warden  and  urge  others  to 
do  so. 

5.  HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  PRE- 
VENT FIRES — his  efforts  are  only  as  effective  as  is  the  coopera- 
tion you  give  him !

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REPORT   OF   THE    SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hampstead : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools.  This  report  deals  with  the  Hampstead 
Schools  for  the  school  year  July  1,  1945  to  June  30,  1946.  It  is 
accompanied  by  vital  reports  by  Headmaster  David  Greenlaw, 
Mrs.  Soule,  and  Mrs.  Thompson. 

Again  I  am  presenting  information  about  our  schools  in 
statistical  form.  Many  facts  of  interest  can  best  be  shown  in  this 
manner.  I  commend  these  tables  as  welUas  the  reports  of  our 
special  supervisors  to  your  attention.  v 

The  opening  of  school  in  September  found  changes  in  all 
four  teaching  positions  in  the  High  School.  The  following  had 
been  elected:  Mr.  David  Greenlaw,  Headmaster  and  teacher  of 
mathematics  and  science;  Miss  Dorothy  Torlone,  Commercial  and 
English;  Miss  Margaret  Hadley,  social  studies  and  English;  and 
Mrs.  Irene  Brickett,  home  economics.  Mrs.  Brickett  consented  to 
work  during  the  forenoon  and  thus  made  it  possible  for  us  to  con- 
tinue the  home-making  training  in  both  the  senior  and  junior 
schools.  There  were  no  changes  in  the  Central  School  and  we 
feel  that  we  have  been  very  fortunate  to  retain  the  services  of 
capable  and  experienced  teachers. 

Both  schools  are  in  fine  condition  and,  I  feel,  give  us  much  to 
be  thankful  for. 

Mr.  Greenlaw  has  made  a  fine  beginning  as  Headmaster.  The 
High  school  can  be  characterized  as  orderly  and  showing  very 
good  spirit.    The  Central  School  is  one  of  the  best  that  I  find. 

The  Central  building  is  a  good  example  of  a  modern  ele- 
mentary building.  It  will  take  time  to  finish  and  organize.  Chairs 
for  the  recreation  room  is  one  need,  and  we  expect  to  have  these 
soon.  The  library  is  empty.  In  the  near  future,  a  lunch  program 
should  be  started.  Perhaps  the  Parent-Teacher's  Association 
could  sponsor  this.     It  would  probably  have  to  be  a  cooperative 
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undertaking.     Also  we  hope  a  time   will  come  when  the   play- 
ground can  be  enlarged. 

The  enrollment  last  year  was  144  as  compared  with  147  the 
year  before.  The  school  attendance  averaged  94.50  percent  of 
the  membership.  Twelve  boys  and  girls  completed  the  work  of 
grade  eight  and  all  of  these  entered  high  school  with  hardly  an 
exception.  The  Good  Citizenship  medal  was  awarded  to  Frank 
Emerson. 

During  the  war,  America's  educational  system  made  vital 
contributions  to  victory.  Now  in  peace  time,  the  task  facing  our 
schools  is  to  help  make  that  victory  secure  for  tomorrow's  children. 
To  do  that  effectively  our  schools  must  be  equipped  to  meet  new 
needs  and  responsibilities.  The  most  essential  and  necessary  im- 
provement lie  in  the  fields  of  organization,  program,  personnel, 
and  finance.  Resolved  into  details  they  will  include  all  the  prob- 
lems that  affect  or  limit  school  efficiency. 

The  Crisis  in  education  is  well  known  due  to  information 
given  both  by  press  and  radio.  This  information  is  fortunate.  The 
public  is  conscious  of  the  situation  and  this  gives  promise  for  the 
future.  Teachers'  low  salaries  and  over-crowded  class  rooms  are 
in  evidence  generally.  There  is  a  very  great  shortage  of  trained 
elementary  teachers.  There  is  only  slight  relief  in  sight  for  the 
next  three  or  four  years  and  a  severe  shortage  is  indicated  over 
the  next  five  or  six  years  at  least. 

Substantial  salary  increases  are  due  devoted  teachers.  They 
are  a  must  in  order  to  interest  teachers  as  new  ones  are  needed. 
Also  higher  salaries  than  those  now  given,  as  well  as  a  greater  ap- 
preciation, generally,  of  the  real  worth  to  society  of  services  per- 
formed by  good  teachers,  must  become  evident  before  substantial 
numbers  of  high  school  graduates  will  enter  Teacher  Training 
Colleges  and  thus  relieve  the  shortage.  Better  buildings  and  bet- 
ter equipment  are  a  common  problem. 

Visual  education  has  a  great  opportunity  to  aid  education  in 
every  school  district.  The  armed  services  made  very  effective 
use  of  film-strips,  models,  maps,  charts,  slides,  and  motion  picture 
films  in  their  training  program.  This  effective  wartime  use  of 
visual  aids  is  giving  new  impetus  to  the  use  of  similar  materials 
in  our  schools.  Most  teachers  need  to  learn  more  about  the  use 
of  these  devices  and  more  funds  would  be  needed  to  finance  this 
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work.  The  improved  methods  of  instruction  would  more  than 
justify  the  effort. 

Last  summer  the  silent  motion  picture  machine  owned  jointly 
by  the  five  school  districts  which  make  up  our  Supervisory  Union, 
was  exchanged  for  a  Bell  and  Howell  16  m.m.  sound  machine. 
Each  school  should  have  its  own  machine,  but  until  this  time  comes 
we  are  pleased  with  what  we  have.  I  had  hopes  that  each  school 
could  have  two  films  on  Geography  and  History  each  month,  but 
we  have  not  been  able  to  keep  this  schedule. 

We  hope  that  it  will  be  possible,  next  year,  to  have  an  art 
teacher  working  in  the  schools  on  art,  much  the  same  as  Mrs. 
Thompson  does  in  music.  The  present  broadscope  of  art  as  a 
school  subject  is  in  great  contrast  with  the  "drawing"  in  many 
school  programs.  The  major  purpose  of  art  education,  today,  em- 
phasizes the  development  of  the  enjoyment  and  appreciation  of 
art  in  every  phase  of  daily  living  for  all  pupils.  Art  education 
still  includes  instruction  in  the  manipulation  and  use  of  various 
art  mediums,  but  solely  for  enjoyment  and  for  creative  self- 
expression. 

Children  of  the  Central  School  secured  142  members  for 
P.  T.  A.  during  the  membership  drive.  Eight  Junior  Red  Cross 
boxes  were  packed  by  these  children  to  be  sent  to  children  over- 
seas. $18.90  was  contributed  for  the  March  of  Dimes.  The  rec- 
reation room  has  been  used  for  some  movies  and  assemblies  but 
much  greater  use  would  have  been  made  of  it  if  the  room  were 
equipped  with  chairs  of  our  own.  The  public  library  has  been 
very  cooperative  in  making  available  a  wide  variety  of  books  of 
special  interest  to  school  children.  In  grades  two  and  three  in- 
dividual ladder  charts  have  been  made  by  the  children  to  record 
the  names  of  books  read.  In  the  lower  grades  a  miniature  post 
office  was  constructed  and  this  study  was  correlated  with  the  dis- 
tribution of  valentines. 

Choosing  the  characters  and  enacting  many  stories  in  grades 
one,  two,  and  three  have  brought  out .  many  qualities  of  good 
actors.  Children  are  introduced  to  club  procedure  by  choosing 
officers  and  they  in  turn  take  charge  of  the  meetings  to  choose  peo- 
ple for  various  school  duties.  Interest  in  spelling  has  been  mo- 
tivated in  grades  two  and  three  by  a  "racing  car"  race.  A  perfect 
score  on  Friday  enables  the  child  to  move  his  car  one  mile  on  the 
chart. 
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A  Citizenship  Club  has  been  organized  by  the  pupils  of  the 
fourth  and  fifth  grades.  Leaders  are  appointed  for  general  school 
management,  such  as  playground  supervisor,  health  inspector, 
monitors  and  housekeeper.  A  desire  for  better  health  habits  has 
been  created  through  the  use  of  our  competitive  program.  In- 
dividual booklets  in  connection  with  geography,  history  and  health 
have  been  made. 

Eighteen  boys  and  girls  entertained  the  Parent  Teacher's  As- 
sociation in  January  with  music,  monologs  and  a  playlet.  Christmas 
projects  were  instructive  as  well  as  enjoyable.  Each  child  made  a 
table  scarf,  stenciled  and  fringed  for  his  or  her  mother.  This 
room  worked  diligently  for  Parent  Teacher  members  and  having 
brought  in  the  most  members  were  given  a  prize  of  three  dollars. 
In  November  the  fifth  grade  went  to  visit  Whittier's  birthplace 
which  proved  to  be  very  enjoyable  as  well  as  educational. 

The  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades  have  carried  on  various 
activities  during  the  past  year.  A  class  library  has  been  started. 
Books  are  taken  from  the  Hampstead  Public  Library  once  a 
month.  The  children  also  have  donated  about  seventy-five  books 
for  this  purpose.  Two  pupils  are  chosen  each  month  to  act  as 
librarians.  With  a  little  coaching,  a  Christmas  play  was  prepared 
by  a  group  of  ten.  It  was  put  on  in  the  Assembly  Hall,  and  all 
the  pupils  of  the  school  were  invited  to  see  it.  Booklets  on  health, 
birds,  science,  etc.  were  made,  correlating  with  regular  work.  One 
aim  for  the  year  has  been  to  make  the  pupils  self-governing,  for 
without  that,  necessary  work  cannot  be  accomplished. 

Standardized  achievement  tests  were  given  during  the  year 
to  the  children  in  grades  one  through  eight.  The  Otis  Mental 
Test  was  given  to  all  in  grades  four  and  nine.  The  results  of  these 
tests  are  of  great  assistance  to  the  teacher  -in  better  planning  the 
work  for  both  individuals  and  the  group.  In  most  instances  our 
median  achievement  has  been  at  or  above  the  standard  set  up  by 
the  test. 

Our  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  as  a  vital  factor 
in  the  work  of  the  schools.  On  a  national,  state,  and  local  basis, 
this  organization  during  the  past  fifty  years  has  done  much  to 
help  the  cause  of  better  and  more  effective  schools  for  the  chil- 
dren. Among  things  done  at  Hampstead  by  the  association  should 
be  mentioned:  supplying  both  schools  with  magazines  and  period- 
icals at  a  cost  of  nearly  forty  dollars ;  first  aid  supplies  also  have 
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been  furnished ;  also  they  have  made  a  fine  beginning  in  equipping 
the  kitchen  at  the  Central  School.  An  electric  stove  and  a  cabinet 
are  all  ready  in  place  with  plans  for  another  cabinet  and  work 
table  together  with  kitchen  utensils  underway.  A  splendid  recep- 
tion is  given  each  spring  to  the  graduation  class  of  the  high  school 
and  teachers.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  this  and 
other  assistance. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  fine 
spirit  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  School  Board,  the  Teach- 
ers, Local  Organizations,  and  the  Community.

Of  the  four  graduates  of  1946,  two  entered  a  post-secondary 
institution,  one  is  in  the  armed  forces,  and  one  is  employed  in  a 
nearby  concern. 

The  program  of  studies  for  the  school  offers  work  in  four 
curricula:  Classical,  General,  Commercial,  and  Home  Economics. 
Every  girl  must  take  some  work  in  Home  Economics,  although 
this  does  not  prevent  her  from  following  another  curriculum. 

A  spirit  of  cooperation  has  been  in  evidence  throughout  the 
year. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  continued  to  provide 
first  aid  supplies  and  a  number  of  magazines  for  the  school. 
Among  these  are :  National  Geographic,  Atlantic  Monthly,  Chem- 
istry, Popular  Science,  Science  News  Letter,  Time,  and  Life.  The 
pupils  subscribe  to  Readers's  Digest. 

Extra-curricular  activities  have  occupied  much  of  the  time 
of  the  pupils.  A  series  of  socials  have  been  held  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  different  classes,  and  the  Junior  Prom  is  scheduled  for 
May.  Preparations  are  being  made  for  the  presentation  of  an 
operetta  in  February  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Thompson.    A 
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play  is  being  considered  for  the  spring.  The  majority  of  the  pupils 
have  praticipated  in  basketball  with  much  interest  and  enthusiasm. 
There  will  be  baseball  for  boys  and  Softball  for  girls  in  the  spring. 
It  is  our  aim  that  the  pupils  show  mental,  physical,  and  moral 
growth  to  their  maximum  capacity.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 
To  Mr.  William  J.   Nelson,   Superintendent  of   Schools : 

It  is  important  that  music  be  included  in  the  daily  routine  of 
a  child's  life.  This  does  not  mean  that  he  has  actually  to  perform 
music,  but  he  should  have  the  experience  of  listening  to  good 
music.  Radio  and  phonograph  provide  excellent  opportunities, 
but  to  listen  intelligently  with  added  enjoyment,  a  child  needs 
adequate  musical  guidance.  Our  musical  appreciation  course, 
which  starts  in  grade  one  and  is  carried  on  through  the  succeeding 
years  works  toward  this  goal. 

A  complete  study  of  the  symphony  orchestra  is  made  in 
grades  seven  and  eight.  The  boys  and  girls  who  successfully  pass 
a  test  on  recognition  of  the  musical  instruments  attend  a  per- 
formance of  the  "Pops"  in  Symphony  Hall,  Boston.  Watching  as 
well  as  listening  to  a  large  orchestra  is  of  real  value  to  the  students. 

The  work  in  music  reading  and  voice  development  is  being 
carried  on  as  successfully  as  ever  by  the  teachers  on  whose  as- 
sistance I  rely  to  such  a  great  extent. 

"Sonia"  an  operetta  by  Harrison  and  Wilson,  presented  by 
the  High  School  students,  was  well  received  and  a  success  finan- 
cially. Two  of  the  students  sang  with  the  All  State  High  School 
Chorus  at  the  annual  Music  Festival,  held  in  Nashua  in  April.  It 
was  a  rich  experience  for  those  taking  part  and  a  joy  to  all  who 
listened. 

For  the  continued  help  and  support  of  the  teachers,  and  your 
cooperation,  I  am  most  grateful.
